New Brunswick Historical Society 
Asks That Acadia Be 
Adopted

“Alcohol can ‘also be manufactur- 
ed from cornstalks, and, in fact, 
from almost any vegetable matter 
capable of fermentation. Our grow- 
ing crops and even weeds can be 
used. The waste products of our 
farms are available for this pur- 
pose, and even the garbage from our 
cities. We-need never fear the ex- 
haustion of our present fuel supply 
so long as we can produce an an- 
hual crop) of alcohol to any ex- 
tent desired. . 

“The world will probably*® depend 
upon alcohol more and more as time 
goes on, and a great field of useful- 
ness is opening up for the engineer 
who will modify our machinery to 
enable ‘alcohol to be used as_ the 
source of power.”

Canadians Now 

Eat More Fish

Well Over $50,000,000 Worth Mar- 


keted Last Year 


That there was an increase of aver 
12,000,000 i the market value 





, is shown by 
a summary of the fishing results in 
the Dominion for the past year, is- 
sued by the naval department. The 
summary states that the market val- 
tie of the products of Canadian fish- 
erics for 1917 will be well over $50,- 
000,000. The chief ontributors to 
the large increase were the provinces 
of British Columbia and Nova Sco- 
tia, the former with an increase of 
$8,000,000 and the latter with an in- 
crease of $4,000,000 The increase 
in the value of the fish, although 
partly due to increased prices, is not 
altogether so, for, the statement 
says, there has been a greater quan- 
tity of fish produced in most of the 
provinces. 

Ontario shows an increase of over 
$200,000 for the year, This was 
largely due to the increased catch of 
lake herring, which was about 80,- 
000 cwts. greater than last year. The 
catch of whitefish, troyt, and blue 
pickerel suffered a decrease, In Que- 
bec the cod catch was greater, but 
that of calmon, mackerel and herring 
declined somewhat. The higher 
prices made the value greater than 
during 1916. The Prairie Provinces 
increased both the value and the 
output of fish.

Look- 
ing at his watch and finding that it 
was but 6 o’clock, and still thinking 
it something extraordinary that the 
sun should rise so carly, he consulted 
an almanac and ascertained that it 
was just the hour for sunrise on that 
day, and, moreover, he Icarned from 
the almanac that the sun would rise 
still earlier every day till toward the 
end of June. His readers, he was 
sure, would be as much astonished 
as he was when they heard that the 
sun rises so carly, and especially 
when he assured them that it gives 
light as soon as it rises. He was 
convinced of this. He was certain of

tain of any fact, On repeating his 
observation the three following 


mornings, he found always precisely 
the same result. ... 

“On the strength of these facts, 
Franklin enters upon a_ series’ of 
elaborate calculations to demonstrate 
that, between the 20th of March and 
the 20th of September the Parisians, 
because of their habit of preferring 
candlelight in the evening to  sun- 
light in the morning, had consumed 
64,050,000 pounds of candles, which, 
at an average price of 30 sols* per 
pound, made 96,075,000 livres tuor- 
nois. An immense,sum! that the city 
ari i ve every

stead of candles! to say nothing of 
the period of the year during which 
the days are chorter. 

“For this discovery, Franklin fur- 
ther said that he demanded neither 
place,j pension, exclusive privilega 
nor any other reward whatever. He 
was looking only to the honor of it. 
He would not deny, when he was 
assailed by little, envious minds, that 
the ancients knew that the sun rises 
at certain hours. They, too, possibly 
had almanacs, but it does not follow 
that they knew that it gives light as 
soon as it rises. That was what he 
claimed as his discovery. It was 
certainly unknown to the moderns, at 
least to the Parisians; which to prove 
he need use but one plain, simple 
argument. It was impossible that a 
people as well instructed, judicious, 
and prudent as any in the world, all 
professing to be lovers of economy, 
and subject to onerous 
should have lived so long by the 
smoky, unwholesome and enormous- 
ly expénsive light of candles, if they 
had really known that they might 
have as much pure light of the sun 
for nothing.” 


Red Cross Girls 
Made Fine Record 


The Last Women to Leave Several 
’ Towns Before the Germans 


= 


Entered 
Girls attached to one front-line . 
unit of the British Red Cross made 
a fine record in the recent German 


offensive. At Roye they took over 
the direction of military traffic. One 
girl’in gray uniform was standing at 
the four cornors directing columns of 
guns, cavalry, supply wagons and 
troops, thus preventing a traffic jam, 

The unit had been located at Grey- 
court, a few miles back of the lines, 
doing construction and relief work, 
when the offensive began. ‘They 
were the list women to leave sever- 
al towns before the Germans enter- 
ed, and were on duty in half a dozen 
villages, widely separated, when word 
came of the German advance, They 





aided hundreds of refugees to the 
railheads, and established a tempor- 
ary kitchen in one town, iceding 250 
British soldiers who had not eaten 
for hours,

The Foremost 
British Airman 





Bugle Boy Is Now Britain’s 
Among Aviators 


_ Every honor for valor that a Brit- 
ish officer can gain has been won by 
Capt. James Byford McCudden, the 
star British airman, who ~has just 
been awarded the Victoria Cross. His 
other distinctions, in the order of 
their award, include the Distinguish- 
ed Service Order, a bar to the D.S. 
O., the Croix de Guerre, Military 
Cross, bar to the Military Cross, and 
the Military Mcdal. 

McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
army as a bugler cight years ago. 
He went to France as a private in 
the original expeditionary force. 
Having had some cxperience in the 
air he was pressed into service as 
an observer at Mons and gave valu- 
able information of enemy  movye- 
ments during the retreat. From a 
sergeant he was promoted to a com- 
missioned srank as an observer and 
quickly won fame for his handling 
of a machine gun in acrial fighting. 
Since he has hid more than one 
hundred flights without ever having 
sustained a wound. 

Fifty-four Germans airplanes have 
been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
den, Of these forty-two have been 
destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
occasions the: British star has totally 
destroyed four two-seater enemy air- 
planes on the same day, and on the 
last occasion all four machines were 
destroyed in the space of one hour 
and thirty minutes. With his squad- 
ron he has participated in  seventy- 
eight offensive patrols, and on = at 
least thirty other occasions he has 
crossed the enemy lines alone, either 
in pursuit of or in quest of enemy 
airplanes. 

“This officer is considered,” says 
the official London Gazette, “by the 
record which he has made, by his 
fearlessness and by the great service 
he has rendered to his country, de- 
serving of the very highest honor.”
